DANGEROUS FRUIT PEST. 


The orchardists of Los Angeles 
county do not at present need any ad- 
vice upon the necessity of keeping out 
destructive insect pests. They have 
had experience enough during the past } 
four years to fully appreciate the dam- 
age done by the red, white and black 
scales, the wooly aphis, -the codlin 
moth, et omnium genus.’ They have had 
a hard fight to make with the aid of 
‘spraying machines, whale o1l soap, and 

in not a few cases, have had to apply 
the ax to trees which had just begun 
to be worth something to their own- 

Ss ers. In spite of all done, it 1s a much 
_. to be regretted fact that there is still 
an army of insect pests at work in 

‘Southern California, and it requires 
the greatest watchfulness on the part 
of the fruit-grower to save his orchard 
from destruction. 

Thanks to the Sitience of the pro- 
gressive horticulturists in this section, 
the evil has been checked to some ex- 
tent, but we are now threatened with 
a new pest fully as bad as any which 

“have previously been imported. Or- 
‘chardists in the northern part of the 
State have learned to dread the San 
José scale as they dread no other de- 
structive insect. It made its appear- 
ance a few years ago in the Santa 
Clara Valley, and has done incalcu- 
_lable damage to the orchardists of that | 
section. It has attacked every species 

- of deciduous fruit trees, with the ex- 
ception of one variety of the cherry, 
and when once fastened on the tree, 
unless remedies are promptly applied, 
the vitality 1s soon sapped, and after, 
two or three years, struggle with its 
enemy, the tree succumbs 
sll dies. The farmers of Santa 
Clara Valley have spent thousands of 
dollars in endeavoring to eradicate this 
pest. Their efforts have been par- 
tially successful, but the insect will 
never cease to annoy them. It settles 

_ on both the branches and fruit and 

draws nourishment from the vital 
juices. Mr. B. M. Lelong, a gentle- 
~man who has made the study of insect 

_ pests a specialty, meeting a TrEs re- 
porter on the street yesterday, gave 
the unwelcome information that nearly 
all the northern imported fruit in the 
market is covered with the San José 

' scale. He offered to prove his asser- 
tion, and a handful of plums from a 
neighboring fruit stand showed that 
his statement was but too true. The 
fruit literally swarmed with the para- 
site, which resembles in appearance 


the red scale, but is of a 
dark grey color. Not only were 
the plums infected, but the 


prunes also showed the dangerous 
blight, and it is plain that our farmers 
will soon have a bigger job on their 
hands than ever before unless they 
exercise the greatest watchfulness. 
The infested fruit all comes from the 
north, and is exposed for sale at nearly 
every fruit stand in the city, as the in- 
"vestigation yesterday plainly showed. 
But a little of this fruit conveyed 
‘home may spread the dangerous pest 
through an orchard and cause an im- 
mense amount of labor and expense. 
As there is no law authorizing the 
County Horticultural Commission to 
destroy this fruit, the public should 
refuse to buy it, and thus effectually 
check the importation. 
The. statements -given above are 
- made in justice tothe horticultural 
industry in this county, which is the 
mainstay of our present prosperity. 
_ It seems almost incredible that dealer; 
in fruit who know the character of this 
pest should import. it in large quanti- 
ties into the city and county, but they 
are doing it and will continue to do it 
so long as the fruit finds a -ready sale. 
The fact of the presence of the scale 
may be readily ascertained by an ex- 
amination of the imported fruit in the 
local markets. We commend the sub- 
ject to those who have the real inter- 
ests of the county at heart.
